BACKGROUND

On September 25, 1978, an election was held in the White Mountains
Regional School District for three separate units of support staff; namely,

Unit 1, Custodians; Unit 2, Cooks and Other Related Jobs; and, Unit 3, Aides
and Secretaries.

Negotiations have been conducted for the various units, however, no
agreement has been reached for Units 2 and 3. On May 15, 1979, a majority of
Unit 2 members signed individual signature cards requesting decertification.
Hearing was scheduled for June 22, 1979 and held at the White Mountains Regional
High School with Richard H. Cummings, Hearing Officer, presiding.

Members of the unit were unanimous in their desire to seek decertification
and UniServ Director John Fessenden indicated that if allowed, he would be
filing unfair labor practice charges which would involve management intereference.
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After hearing the evidence from all parties of interest, Hearing
Officer Cummings ruled, as follows:

ORDER

l. Petition for decertification filed by Unit 2, Cooks and
Other Related Jobs, of the White Mountains Regional Support
Staff, Affiliated with NHEA/NEA, is hereby granted.

2. Decertification election to be held at the White Mountains
Regional High School on September 28, 1979.
